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Southampton 
Police Chief Steven 
Skrynecki Dies at 69

outhampton Town Police Chief Steven Skrynecki, 

who worked his way up the ranks after starting 
his career as a Nassau County police officer nearly 50 
years ago, died on October 6. He was 69. 

Skrynecki joined the Nassau County Police Depart- 
ment on July 12, 1974 and spent 43 years on the force 
before retiring as Chief of the Department — the top 
uniformed officer reporting to the commissioner — 
six years ago, when he became chief of the Southamp- 
ton Town Police Department in 2017. 

“My father dedicated his life to law enforcement 
and serving the public at a very young age,” said 
Nassau Police Det. Sgt. Scott Skrynecki. “I am over- 
whelmed with pride to follow the example he has set. 
But the center of his life and his greatest gift to us was 
his dedication to his family and beloved friends. We 
will miss him dearly.” 

Tasked with reforming Nassau police procedures 
during his tenure and then doing the same in South- 
ampton amid a recent statewide mandate, he was 
routinely on the front lines speaking with concerned 
residents at community events and reporters at news 
conferences in addition to his investigative duties. 

“Police reform is a never-ending process, always 
searching for new police methodologies and technol- 
ogies to be used in policing,” he told Dan’s Papers ina 
March interview. “They need to constantly evolve and

need to meet community concerns and objectives.” 

He was appointed to many specialized units 
throughout his career, including Chief Hostage Ne- 
gotiator, Commanding Officer of the Narcotics Vice 
Bureau, Internal Affairs, Robbery Squad, and numer- 
ous Precinct Squads. Among the many medals he was 
awarded, the highest was the Medal of Distinguished 
Service for bravery. 

“Chief Skrynecki was one of the finest individuals 
I have ever known,” Southampton Town Supervi- 
sor Jay Schneiderman said. “Chief Skrynecki always 
made public safety his highest priority. Southampton 
Town is forever grateful for his service and offer our 
sincerest condolences to his family.” 

Skrynecki, who founded the Nassau County Police 


Emerald Society Pipes and: Drums and served as its 
lead drummer for the last 48 years, was also a mem- 
ber of many other fraternal organizations within and 
outside of the police department, including the Holy 
Name Society, Municipal Chiefs Association, and was 
a past graduate of the prestigious FBI Academy. 

“I have known Steve Skrynecki for over 35 years — 
and can say that he was the best of the best in law 
enforcement,” said Nassau Commissioner of Police 
Patrick J. Ryder. “I had the pleasure of working cases 
with him while I was in the Bureau of Special Opera- 
tions ... This man will be sorely missed for his dedi- 
cation to law enforcement and even more missed by 
many others, as he was so dedicated to his family and 
friends.” 


Pilot Advocate Killed

bees leader of a group that advocates for local pi- 
lots was killed when the single-engine airplane 
he was flying appears to have lost a wing and crashed 
in East Hampton, authorities said. 

The pilot, 57-year-old Kent Feuerring of Sagapo- 
nack, who was president of the East Hampton Avia- 
tion Association, was flying solo in his 2022 Seamax 
M-22 when the crash occurred at about 12:35 p.m. 
October 6, according to the East Hampton Town 
Police Department and the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration. 

“Witnesses of the accident reported seeing what 
appeared to be a wing that broke off the fuselage be- 
fore the aircraft spiraled downward into the water,” 
police said in a statement. 

The plane crashed on the banks of Three Mile 
Harbor near Springy Banks Road in the Northwest 
Harbor section of East Hampton, police said. 

It was a tragic end for a man who advocated for 
pilots who use East Hampton Airport, which is 
currently the subject of litigation between aviation 
interests and the Town of East Hampton seeking to

enact new restrictions to address noise complaints. 

“We strive to help create and maintain a safe, 
economically self-sustaining, and valuable resource, 
the East Hampton Airport,” Feuerring is quoted as 
saying on his group’s website. He was also a long- 
time advertising executive who got his start in Hol- 
lywood, where he was a production accountant on 
the Academy Award-winning film Glengarry Glen 
Ross, according to his LinkedIn profile.

“Kent Fuerring was committed to flying and the 
East Hampton Airport,” said Erin King Sweeney, 
executive director of the East Hampton Community 
Alliance, which also advocates for the airport and its 
pilots. “As president of the East Hampton Aviation 
Association, Kent put his heart into supporting the 
airport and local pilots who shared his love of fly- 
ing.” 

EHTPD detectives, the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration, National Transportation Safety Board, 
Suffolk Medical Examiner’s office and the U.S. Coast 
Guard responded to the scene. The NTSB will be in 
charge of the investigation and will provide addi- 
tional updates, the FAA said. _ 

“Our thoughts and prayers and condolences go to 
the family and friends,” East Hampton Town Super- 
visor Peter Van Scoyoc said at a town board meeting 
shortly after the crash. 

The last fatal plane crash on the East End was 
in Mattituck in 2019, and the last one on the South 
Fork was in Amagansett in 2018.

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4 Montauk 
Residents Nabbed. 
in Alleged 
Cocaine Ring

ur people were arrested for allegedly 
buying large quantities of cocaine and 
fentanyl from the Dominican Republic and 
selling it at bars in their hometown of Mon- 
tauk, Suffolk County prosecutors said. 

Angel Garces-Diaz, Anuedy Garces-Me- 
drano, Yadaris Baez-Rivera and Everado 
Hernandez were each charged with criminal 
sale of a controlled substance. Garces-Diaz, 
_ who faces the most counts, was also charged 
with possession. 

“We were able to disrupt the drug trade in 
Montauk by arresting these four individu- 
als,” Suffolk County District Attorney Ray- 
mond Tierney said. - 

Undercover investigators allegedly pur- 
chased narcotics from the suspects, authori- 
ties said. Upon executing a search warrant 
Wednesday on the suspects’ homes, vehicles 
and a storage facility, investigators found 
more than $35,000 in cash, large quantities 
of cocaine, drug distribution paraphernalia, 
a 9mm handgun and enough fentany] to kill 
more than 1,000 people, prosecutors said. 

The investigation began-in the summer of 
2020, when the Department of Homeland 
Security intercepted a parcel of cocaine 
bound for Montauk from the Dominican Re- 
public, authorities said. But the package bore 
a fake name and misleading address. When 
a controlled delivery to the intended recipi- 
ent proved unsuccessful, the investigation 
reached a dead end until March 2022, when 
the East End Drug Task Force picked up the 
case in partnership with the U.S. Drug En- 
forcement Administration. 

Suffolk Judge Steven Tekulsky ordered 
Garces Diaz and Garces-Medrano held with- 
out bail. Baez-Rivera and Hernandez were 
each released without bail. 

Attorneys for the suspects could not imme- 
diately be reached for comment.

2 Shot Outside Zeldin’s Shirley Home

o people were shot on Sunday, October 9 out- 

side the Shirley home of U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin, 

the Republican gubernatorial candidate trying to 

unseat Gov. Kathy Hochul, according to police and 
the congressman’s campaign. 

Three teenagers were walking on Saint George 

Drive West when an unknown assailant fired shots 


’ at the trio from the window of a passing dark-col- 


ored vehicle outside of Zeldin‘s home on the same 
street at 2:20 p.m., officials said. The victims, identi- 
fied as 17-year-old Mastic Beach residents, were tak- 
en to local hospitals for treatment of their injuries. 
The congressman’s 16-year-old daughters Mikayla 
and Arianna were at home doing homework at the 
time while Zeldin and his wife Diana had just left 
the Bronx Columbus Day Parade in Morris Park, the 


congressman said. 


“After my daughters heard the gunshots and the 
screaming, they ran upstairs, locked themselves in 
the bathroom and immediately called 911,” Zeldin 
said. “They acted very swiftly and smartly every step 
of the way, and Diana and I are extremely proud of 
them. The two individuals who were shot were lay- 
ing down under my front porch and the bushes in 
front of our porch.” 

Police said the victims have no connection to the 


Zeldin family. Zeldin, who is running against the 
Democratic incumbent governor, has made rising 
crime rates and violent crime a focus of his cam- 
paign. He has called for the state’s bail laws to be 
toughened, among other measures. 

“Law enforcement is currently at our house,” 
Zeldin said. “My entire family is at home working 
with the investigators and providing the security 
footage from our home cameras. My daughters are 
shaken, but OK. Like so many New Yorkers, crime 
has literally made its way to our front door. My fam- 


ily is grateful to.all who have reached out and we will 


provide another update when we can.” 

He said later in a post on Twitter that his daugh- 
ters were at the kitchen table when the shooting oc- 
curred and that one of the bullets was found 30 feet 
away from them. 

Seventh Squad detectives are continuing the in- 
vestigation. 

The incident comes after a man tried to stab Zeld- 
in with a plastic keychain during a campaign speech 
in upstate New York over the summer. 

“I’ve been briefed on the shooting outside of Con- 
gressman Zeldin’s home,” Hochul tweeted. “As we 
await more details, I’m relieved to hear the Zeldin 
family is safe and grateful for law enforcement’s 
quick response.”

Mi: wife and I flew via JetBlue to 
Los Angeles to visit family last 
week. The trip out was uneventful, but 
the return was another matter. 

We arrived at Los Angeles Interna- 
tional Airport at 10 a.m., in plenty of 
time for our scheduled departure to 
John F. Kennedy International Airport 
at 11:30 a.m. However, wheeling our 
luggage out toward the gate, we saw a 
change take place about our flight on a 
wall monitor. It was delayed. The new 
departure time was 12:40 p.m. 


This was no big deal. We got food at 


one of the little food shops as we walked 
along and, at the gate, sat, unwrapped 
what we had bought and ate it. From 
where we sat, we could look across the 
crowd of other hopeful passengers to 
the large windows that overlooked the 
runway. Our jetway was in the fore- 
ground. But there was no airplane at- 
tached at the end. We asked about it. 
The plane was running late, we were 
told, but it would be coming in soon. 
Indeed, about noon, it did. The first 
thing that came into view was its tail, 
its rudder swishing back and forth 
beyond and behind the jetway but 
sticking up high enough for us to see 
it. Slowly, it moved toward us. Soon the 
shiny white nose of the plane came into 
view. It slid past the end of the jetway, 
nose toward us, then stopped, posi- 
tioned so its passenger door could open 


into the jetway. With that, the jetway — 


grew a bit longer, then snapped against 

the plane. Our plane. 
Soon thereafter, bleary-eyed and 

disgruntled incoming passengers ap- 


peared at our gate, having apparently 
exited into the jetway and up and out. 
These passengers, single file, rolled 
their carry-ons along. They didn’t 
speak to us. We didn’t speak to them. 
Soon they disappeared down the hall 


toward the baggage claim. 


Of course, now, we expected 
wed soon be _ boarding. 
There‘d have to be the clean- 
ing of the plane and the 
loading of our luggage. But . 
time went by. And then, 
horribly, an agent over the 
microphone said that we 
wouldn't be boarding that plane 


at all. There was some issue about it. 


They would be taking away that plane 
and there would be a new plane. 
-We would-be passengers talked 


about this development. Good idea 


if there was something wrong. Don’t 
want to get on a plane that has an is- 
sue about it. Had the plane been late 
because it was losing speed? Is that 
why the incoming passengers seemed 
so glum? 
More time went by. Finally, the jet- 
way retracted a few dozen feet and 
this crippled plane, apparently being 


towed from behind, got slowly pulled . 


backwards and away from the jetway 
to disappear off and beyond where we 
could see it. Then, the jetway retracted 
a whole lot further, shriveled up and 
attached itself to the gate. 

For some reason, all this made me 
think about the time I witnessed a 
stallion and a mare mate. It was in a 
small hillside pasture at the Startop 
Ranch on East Lake Drive in Mon- 
tauk many years ago. You never forget 


watching such a thing. The stallion ap- 


proached the mare from the rear. Then - 


this thing under the stallion extended, 
tractor-beam fashion, further and fur- 
ther forward, until, well, I don’t want 
to go into it in any further details. It at- 
taches. Things happen. It takes about 
10 minutes. 
Dr. Leon Star was there. His 
grown daughter Priscilla 
Star was there. I never for- 
got it. And I never wanted to 
see it again. And that’s what 
came to mind. 
Nearly two hours later, sud- 
_ denly, as if this jetway had woken 
up from a sleep or something, it began 
to once again slowly lengthen. Just 


short of its full length, it halted. It was - 


waiting. 
And then, yes indeed, another tall 
and shiny tail appeared over and be- 
yond it, heading toward us, wagging its 
rudder. Soon it was in position, and the 
jetway slipped out a few more feet and 
attached. Somebody said if this new 
plane had something wrong with it, he 
wanted to get on it and come east any- 
way. He’d had enough. So much time 
had passed. Just get us out of here. 
The rest of the evening passed un- 


eventfully. We boarded. We flew. We — 


set down at JFK around midnight, 
where it took JetBlue nearly an hour 
to get our luggage to baggage claim. 
Maybe they had trouble rounding up 
enough workers at that hour. The next 


day, the Hampton Jitney brought us _ 


home. 

The day after that, both my wife and 
I, separately, received emails from Jet- 
Blue announcing we'd be receiving gift

at LAX. The gift was $100. But it would ~ 
expire in a year if we didn’t use it. 

I’ve always wondered about gift cer- 
tificates expiring. Why is that? When I 
give a gift, it doesn’t expire.

Residential Referendum: Voters to Decide 
Fate of Proposed Community Housing Fund

hould East End localities create a 

new real estate tax that would fund 
the development of more affordable 
housing to help alleviate the housing 
crisis credited with pricing out long- 
time local residents? 

That question is among two that vot- 
ers in the Hamptons and on the North 
Fork will find on ballots in the upcom- 
ing election that features the guberna- 
torial race at the top of the ticket. Of 
the referenda, the proposal to create 
the Community Housing Fund is the 
most likely to have the greatest impact 
on what the region looks like in years 
to come. 

“Towns in my district have enthu- 
siastically embraced this new law and 
have proven a willingness to tax them- 
selves to generate affordable housing,” 


said New York State Assemblyman 
Fred W. Thiele Jr. (D-Sag Harbor), 
the architect.of the proposal. “That-is 
far from the exclusionary or NIMBY 
intent often ascribed by many to local 
government.” 


Also on ballots — besides races for 
statewide office, congressional and 
state legislative seats — will be a prop- 
osition asking all Empire State voters 
if they approve of lawmakers bor- 
rowing $4.2 billion to fund the Clean

Water, Clean Air and Green Jobs 
Environmental Bond Act of 2022, a 
renewal of a state program that funds 
critical infrastructure projects such as 
sewage system upgrades. 

Here’s a look at both proposals, 
which will be found on the back of bal- 
lots. 

“Make sure you turn over your bal- 
lot,” Gov. Kathy Hochul said, empha- 
sizing that votes for candidates will 
be recorded on one side of the paper 
ballots and the referenda on the other. 

TO TAX OR NOT TO TAX 

The boards of all five Twin Forks 
towns — East Hampton, Southampton, 
Riverhead, Southold and Shelter Island 
— have passed measures advancing 
the 2021 state law creating a 0.5% real 
estate transfer tax that would fund the 
creation of a new Community Housing 
Fund. But voters have the final say if

the plan should proceed. — 

_ The proposal is modeled after the 
Peconic Bay Community Preservation 
Fund, which was created more than 
20 years ago, collects money from a 
2% real estate transfer tax and has 
generated $1.95 billion since 1999 
— more than $200 million of which 
came in the 12-month period ending 
in August. 

Towns use CPF revenue to preserve 
open space. While the COVID-19 
pandemic-induced real estate boom 
fueled record income for the CPF, it 
also forced up housing prices, mak- 
ing the region more unaffordable for 
middle class families, which in turn 
contributed to an inability of local em- 
ployers to maintain adequate staffing 
levels. CHF funds would be aimed at 
stemming the local Brain Drain, as 
the phenomenon of talent being priced 
out of their hometowns is known. 

“I think as long as I’ve been involved 
in government and politics on the 
East End, affordable housing has been 
a major issue and the pandemic only 
exacerbated it and brought it to cri- 
sis proportions,” Thiele has said. “It’s 

very hard for local families. So many 
want a second home that it’s making 
it unaffordable for people to buy a first 
home here.” 

The CHF was first proposed in 2002, 
but the bill did not pass the state Legis- 
lature until the housing crisis became 
exacerbated in the era of coronavirus. 


“Towns in my district have 
enthusiastically embraced this 
new law and have proven a 
willingness to tax themselves to 

generate affordable housing,” 
said New York State 
Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. 


It doesn’t only create a fund, like the 
CPF, the CHF also requires each town 
to prepare a community housing plan 
that will outline for the public how the 
municipality will use the fund. 
“Housing is crucial to ensuring that 


we have people to police our streets, 
‘educate our youth, respond to emer- 


gencies, and provide services and con- 
tinuity to our community,” said East 
Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van 
Scoyoc. 

Under the 2% CPF tax, the tax is 
imposed only above $250,000. The 
new law adds 0.5% for housing. It also 
increases the exemption to the first 
$400,000, which applies to the entire 
2.5%, according to Thiele. 

“The impact of those changes actu- 


ally reduces the total for all transfers 
under $1 million,” he said. 

FUND FEUD 

As for the statewide proposition that 
voters will also be deciding this elec- 
tion cycle, the The Clean Water, Clean 
Air and Green Jobs Environmental 
Bond Act of 2022 is known as the En- 
vironmental Bond Act for short. 

The proposal would fund projects to 
address water quality improvement, 
flood risk management, open space 
land conservation and climate change 
mitigation. Critics say the state still 
has money in the Environmental Bond 
Act coffers while proponents argue the 
plan will support more than 100,000 
jobs. 

“Critically important to make those 
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investments now, because yes, it is a 
big price. The longer we wait, the num- 
bers just go up,” Hochul said. “They 
just keep going up. And that is why it 
would’ve been better if this had been 
done in the past, we’re doing it now. “ 

Conservatives argue that voters 
should reject the borrowing since bil- 
lions in federal funding is likely com- - 
ing to the Empire State from the $2 
trillion Build Back Better spending 
package passed earlier this year. 

“We fear New York State’s reputa- 
tion for unchecked spending will re- ~ 
sult in the possibility of the state leg- 
islature spending the entirety of the 
$4.2 billion on projects that should 
be paid with existing authorized debt, 
new federal sources, and pay as you go 
where possible,” said New York State 
Conservative Party Chairman Gerard 
Kassar. 

Union leaders joined environmen- 
talists and Democratic lawmakers in 
calling on voters to pass the bond act. 

Long Island Contractors Associa- 
tion Executive Director Marc Herbst 
said, “These investments are good for 
the economy, the people of Long Is- 
land and New York at large.” 

The 10-day early voting period runs 
from October 29 to November 6 ahead 
of Election Day on November 8. To

What inspired you to paint

Amber Waves farm. I did a series of 
sketches, and in this case I did the 
final oil painting in my studio. I pre- 
fer to work from life, but sometimes 
the moment passes and I work in the 
studio. 


How did you decide on the 
painting’s composition and oth- 
er design details? 

The star of the painting is the trac- 
tor. It has a whimsical character that 
almost reads as something out of Dr. 
Suess. With its wonderful headlight 
eyes and jaunty wheels, the trac- 
tor embodies a mechanical cool that 
fits well within the East End farm 
fields.

What do you find most enjoy- 
able or fulfilling about painting 
East End landscapes? 

The East End not only has special 
light (particularly in the fall and in 
the daybreak and sunset hours dur- 
ing summer), it also has many vistas 
with low tree cover, especially east 
of Napeague. Relative to the rest of 
New York and New England, this is 
unusual and allows for a greater vi- 
sual impact in landscape vistas. And 
the sunset skies from the Shadmoor 
(State Park) are almost too beauti- 
ful to believe, at least in the sense of 
capturing them in a painting. We are 
blessed to live in an area where the 
natural world shows so much stun- 
ning beauty. 


This is your first artwork fea- 
tured on a Dan’s Papers cover, 
yes? What compelled you to sub- 
mit this wonderful painting? 

To me, this embodies the best of the 


East End: The ties to the farming and 
agricultural heritage of this place; the 
uncluttered and unbusy tableau; the 
focus on nature and an old-fashioned 
mechanical contraption set among 
the green of summer growth. If only 
all the summer out east could be this 
zen! 


Not counting this cover, what 
is one artistic achievement that 
you’re proud of? . 

I was proud that my last show at 


_ Agora Gallery in Manhattan sold well 


and was enthusiastically received. 


What is one short-term or 
long-term artistic goal you’d like > 
to achieve? 

I am fortunate to split my time be- 
tween New York City and Montauk. 
When I am out east, I almost exclu- 
sively paint landscapes, which I do 
very rarely in New York. I have done 
about 100 paintings and drawings of 
East End landscapes, but I feel I have 
only scratched the surface. I feel that 
each one I do deepens my connection 
to this place, and I want to continue to 
build this body of work. 


Would you like to share any 
closing thoughts or additional 
information? - 

It is an honor to have my work fea- 
tured. Montauk and the whole East 
End give me so much, and it’s a plea- 
sure to try to capture that spirit in 
drawings and paintings.

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Sports Conversation 
Art: Telling Tales with 
Treasured Memorabilia

veryone in America, even those who are less 

than excited about athletics, knows someone 
who is mad for certain baseball or football teams, 
worships great players or is hypnotized by the 
magic of sports now and throughout history. And, 
it turns out, when presented right, these things can 
capture the imagination of people who never knew 
they could care about Mickey Mantle, Babe Ruth, 
the mighty Brooklyn Dodgers, or Walter Payton and 
the Chicago Bears — all of whom have deeply nos- 
talgic, and often heroic, stories to tell. 

Some of our greatest, most dramatic moments 
have taken place on baseball diamonds, basketball 
courts and football fields over the last century, and 
Manhattan-based art dealer Neil Scherer has an 
incredible knack for telling them through arrange- 
ments of treasured historical ephemera, autographs 
and images he calls “Sports Conversation Art.” 

A selection of these fascinating pieces will be on 
view at Ashawagh Hall in Springs (780 Springs 
Fireplace Road) this weekend starting Thursday, 
October 13 and continuing through Monday, Octo- 
ber 17. These tangible records of powerful achieve- 
ments, and the deep love and appreciation so many 
have for the subjects contained within, are a must- 
see for sports fans and those who enjoys Ameri- 
cana, history and relics of the past. 

“We're trying to relive these wonderful historical 
moments,” Scherer says, explaining his one-of-a- 
kind pieces. He points out, for example, a framed 
collection of objects chronicling Yankees great 
Mickey Mantle’s still unbeaten record of 18 World 
Series home runs, which will be on view in the 
Ashawagh Hall show. 


“What we did was, besides having a wonderful © 


image of a young Mantle staring at you in the center 
of the piece, we have the tickets from every World 
Series game Mantle hit a home run surrounding the 
image,” he says. “And if that’s not enough, we have 
the autographs of the pitchers he hit the home runs 
off of under each ticket. So we really feel that we do 
something that’s really special.” 

The picture, of course, is autographed by Mantle 
himself; and the story is completed with the all- 
star’s number (7) and various small plaques de- 
scribing the meticulously composed items matted 
under glass. 

Scherer, who is also a lawyer, says some of his 
unique creations can take years to put together as 
he combs the marketplace hunting for and authen- 
ticating each important element to tell its story. 
Mantle’s 18 home runs were hit across 16 games in 
12 World Series from 1951-1964, and Scherer has 
reached back through time to find paper tickets 
from all of those games. 


“Some of the great sports dealers will sell 5,000 
Derek Jeter autographs for $99.99 (each), and 
that’s great, and they probably do better than me, 


but I kind of like the one-of-a-kind type of thing,” 


he says of his special niche in the world of sports 
memorabilia. 

“My pieces are not inexpensive,” Scherer admits, 
noting that his Sports Conversation Art pieces typi- 
cally sell for $15,000 to $120,000, depending on 
what’s in them. For some perspective, however, he 
points out that a Babe Ruth bat can sell for close to 
$1 million. 

Meanwhile, one of his far less expansive Babe 
Ruth pieces includes the Babe’s photo and auto- 
graph, tickets from the two World Series games 
when he hit three home runs (in 1926 and 1928), 
score cards filled in during the actual games by fans 


who were actually there, newspaper articles and . 


autographs from the pitchers who threw the home 
runs — plus the umpire’s autograph because he 
made a vital call that kept Ruth in one of the games 
when others may have called a strikeout. 

Scherer notes that an umpire’s autograph might 
be a lot cheaper than a signature from someone like 
Ruth, but it’s also much more difficult to find, and 
this one was particularly elusive. 

Another piece, featuring the 1955 Brooklyn Bode: 
ers, has so many elements he had to make it into 
a triptych. “We have all the autographs of all the 
players — that’s a given. We have all seven tickets 
when they beat the Yankees, that’s kind-of a given. 
But what we do, is-we try to have some interesting 
things,” Scherer says, noting that the piece has a 
bus sign for the line that stopped at Ebbets Field in 


Flatbush, architectural mockups for a new Brook- 


lyn stadium (had the Dodgers stayed), an original 
pennant, player photos and more — and everything 
is original from the time. None of Scherer’s pieces 
contain scans or reproductions. 

The volume of things contained within his Sports 
Conversation Art, and the stories told, would be 
difficult to fully list in detail, so they must be seen 
and experienced to grasp the electric energy they 
produce. 

“When you see my show and people are going 
around it, you'll hear the word ‘wow’ quite often. 
And to me, although it’s a simple word, it shows it 
connects with the person viewing the piece,” Scher- 
er says, describing hearing that word as a “shot of 
adrenalin” and a “thrill” for him every time. It’s not 
often someone comes up with something truly new 
and all their own, and he’s clearly proud of what he’s 
accomplished. 

“I never imagined that when I came up with this 
idea in a four-floor walk-up in Manhattan, that it 
would resonate so well for so many different types 
of folks and types of opportunities,” he adds, noting

that he’s excited to bring his amazing creations to 
the Hamptons. 

In addition to his Sports Conversation Art, in- 
cluding tributes to Roger Maris, Olympic swim- 
mer Michael Phelps, the 1946 St. Louis Cardinals, 
the 1938 NY Football Giants and more, Scherer is 
bringing some original sports paintings by Harold 
V. Schmidt and Ben Ganz to Ashawagh Hall this 
weekend. He also accepts commissions.

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Oscar Molina: From Immigrant. 
to Masonry Company CEO to 
Southampton Artist and Gallery Owner

t is a crisp, clear, searingly sunny October day in 

the Hamptons and Oscar Molina is talking about 
his journey from El Salvador to the United States in 
the summer of 1989. 

“I got here (Long Island) in the fall and the tem- 
perature was just about what it is right now,” says 
Molina, in a reflective tone. “It’s very interesting.” 

Molina was 16 years old when he took the trip from 
his civil war-torn country in Central America to the 
States with one of his older brothers. Politically, the 
army in his country was recruiting and “the goal was 
to take off and go,” he says. “My parents signed a 
piece of paper and it was, ‘See you later,” he recalls. 

Understandably, he was scared “in a way,” he says. 

“You start something, you take a journey and you 
don’t know... in those days there were no phones oth- 
er than a letter — you send it and hope it gets there.” 

Today, 33 years later, you might say Oscar Molina 
has arrived. He is CEO of a high-end masonry com- 
pany, M.O.E. Masonry, and an artist and owner of the 
Oscar Molina Gallery on Jobs Lane in Southampton, 


sketching.” He started painting in oils. 

Out in the field, Molina’s passion for masonry won 
out and after working for a private company with 
high-end clients, he struck out on his own and, with 
the blessing of his former employer, formed M.O.E. 
Masonry based in Southampton in 1996. With 18 
employees, the company serves “anything from 
masonry and installations of any scale and size (the 
concrete work at the Parrish Art Museum is one of 
his projects), from Sands Point to Montauk,” he says. 

“Im a CEO of the company and partial owner,” 
points out Molina, who after many years, has since 
focused himself on his new career: art. 


which he opened this past Memorial Day weekend. _ | 


His work has been shown at the Southampton Arts 
Center and he had a solo show in Washington, D.C. 
this past year. 
Molina’s journey has taken him from Shirley, 
where he first arrived on Long Island, working with 
family members on a tree farm, to Westhampton 
Beach and Hampton Bays (where he bought his first 
home). Along the way Molina took jobs in landscap- 
ing and masonry, learning all aspects of construction 
and renovation, ultimately working for private com- 
panies with high-end clients. At night and after work 
hours, Molina took classes in Patchogue and at Suf- 
folk County Community College to learn English. He 
also took classes in drafting, architecture and land- 
scaping as well as sketching and drawing. In 1997 he 
found he “loved spending time down in the basement

In 2013, Molina “made the decision to go full 
power with the arts.” Through his masonry and land- 
scaping work, Molina met not only influential archi- 
tects, builders and business folks, he met established 
artists locally such as Eric Fischl and Paton Miller, 
who he says were his “inspirations” and have since 
become his “mentors.” 

Molina cites masters such as Matisse, Picasso, 
Warhol (his flowers) “and a little bit of Salvador Dali” 
as his influences. At his gallery, Molina is showing 
multiple artists, both local and international, with a 
focus on “multi-ethnic arts.” 

In a full-circle moment, Molina’s new exhibition at 
his gallery features his Children of the World series,

consisting of abstract works that reflect the vivid 
memory of Molina’s journey to the United States. The 
series is “a vision of silhouetted figures in the nights 
... faceless individuals making the treacherous cross- 
ing to a new life.” He is also taking his concrete work 
to new artistic levels in the form of abstract sculp- 
tures (nine of his white abstract sculptures are part 
of an installation at Hampton Coffee in Water Mill). 

- The new show themed Processions will also fea- 
ture the sculptures of artist Enrique Cabrera, who 
draws from his Mexican roots to depict death and 


_ rebirth. It opens on October 14. 


For Molina, it is all about the journey. 

“I feel the moment is now to talk about emigration 
around the world,” says Molina. “I want the world to 
believe (see) my world as an immigrant, so if I close 
my eyes and I don’t see the person in front of me or 
the person behind, I can only feel their presence. I 


_can feel their presence and energy all around and I 


would probably be a much better human being than 
having to see and then having to create this visual 
line between us.”

The sponsors are here! “Movies are 
better on Dragon Hemp!” Chelsea 
Clinton and Donna Karan are 
brought to you by Audi and Macallan 
whisky — just please don’t combine 
those two. And Chris Columbus on 
Columbus Day! What are the odds?! 

Welcome to the 30th Hamptons In- 
ternational Film Festival (HIFF). It’s 10 


days this year, so consider this a mid- 


_ fest update. 

Opening night film Living was at 
the East Hampton Middle School, this 
years stunt double for Guild Hall, which 
is in the middle of a major renovation. 

“It’s a wild ride, we've been to a few 
festivals and we're excited to be here,” 
says Oliver Hermanus. He's the film's 
director. Fun fact: star Bill Nighy is a 
national treasure in England and you 
can't walk 10 feet with him in London 
“without being mobbed.” 

A few minutes later HIFF Artistic 
Director David Nugent tells me he 
thinks the film will do well at things 
like the Oscars. He also likes The Son 
(where Hugh Jackman surprised 
audiences with a Q&A on Sunday), The 
Whale, The Banshee of Inisheri and 
Empire of Light. 

On Saturday, the iconic Dick Ca- 
vett is walking the red carpet for his 
doc Groucho & Cavett. He stops for me 
wearing a hearing aid that looks like a 
1970s Sony Walkman. (The technology 
has gotten better, Dick. They go in the 
ear now.) 

He tells me we need someone like 
Groucho today. Then he goes in for the 
film. I do, too, along with GoldDerby 
critic Thelma Adams. She’s an old 
pal. 

“Tt makes a big difference to see films 
in movie theaters. And this year there’s 
a joy in coming back. In New York, in 
Toronto, it felt good being together,” she 
tells me. And she has a special place in 
her heart for this festival. “For me, as an 
industry insider, this fills out my card. 
By the time I’ve seen the movies here, it 
gives me the complete context.” 

Groucho & Cavett is well received. 

But let’s address the 800-pound go- 
rilla in the room. Alec Baldwin is 
back at the Hamptons Film Festival. 
He’s moderating. He and Dick are old 


friends. It goes well. (The film is on PBS © 


at the end of December as part of the 
American Masters series.) 

The only other time I see Alec is 
Sunday. He brought his family to the 
Chairman’s Reception. But he is under-

standably not talking to reporters. In 
fact, the last time I talked to him was at 
last year’s festival. He’s here. That’s the 
news. Let’s move on. 

Rory Kennedy has brought — sur- 
prise — a documentary.

“As a filmmaker, I just love this fes- 
tival,” she tells me. “They support film- 
makers, the audiences are engaged and 
it’s super fun. A lot of the film commu- 
nity comes here. It’s a really strategic 
stop for an Oscar campaign.” 

PBS critic and pal Neil Rosen sa- 
shays from across the room into the 
conversation. “It’s not the hustle-bustle 
of Tribeca or Cannes” he tells me. “And 
they always get the best movies.” 

He's still talking when I head back

“I came here with a short about 20 
years ago and it’s nice to be back: I used 
to feel uncomfortable about the whole 
press and TV kind of thing,” he admits. 
“Then COVID happened and I was kind 
of itching to get out, Venice, Sag Harbor 
and East Hampton, just to see the world 
again.” 

Well, it’s nice to be in that sentence. 
And about local composer Carter 
Burwell he's particularly happy. “For 
music, I'm Amagansett forever,’ Mc- 
Donagh says with a smile. 

OK, good to know. . 

The next day I’m back at Middle 
School for Chelsea Clinton interviewed 
by Donna Karan.

Highway Restaurant & Bar 
brought back their popular “Asian Cui- 
sine Night” series on October 6, featur- 
ing Thai food.

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Something to Wine About: 
Autumn Light-Bodied Reds

s the acorns fall, along with the temperatures, 
any look forward to the changing colors — of 

their wines! 
But, as we say goodbye to summer, it’s best to ease 


into our reds with lovely, light, transitional wines. 


Here are two that fit the bill perfectly, and both are 
supremely food-friendly and ready to pair with all 
the fruits of the wonderful fall harvest. 

The first is Long Island’s own 2020 Gamay Noir 
from Pindar Vineyards. 

But first, let’s talk a little bit about the gamay 
grape. While the gamay varietal may not ring as 
familiar as the cabernet sauvignon grape, or pinot 
noir, it is the grape used in Beaujolais wine. Oeno- 
philes may know that Beaujolais Nouveau Day, a 
French holiday, takes place on the third Thursday of 
November every year. This year it falls on November 
17. That is the day that this year’s Beaujolais Nouveau 
is released. This works out well for Americans as the 
following Thursday is Thanksgiving and Beaujolais 
Nouveau is a very food-friendly wine. 

Now, back to the 2020 Gamay Noir from Pindar.

This is a deliciously fresh, fruit-forward, light-bodied 
red. Unlike its French cousin, which is bottled only 
weeks after being harvested, this wine from Pindar 
spends 12 months in American oak lending it a very 
affable softness. At only $22, this is a perfect food 
wine, though it can also be enjoyed on its own. It can 
be served at room temperature or slightly chilled. 

The next wine, which makes a smooth transition 
from summer to fall, is the 2020 Pinot Noir from 
Fresh Vine Wine. While Fresh Vine Wine — a Cali- 
fornia company co-founded by actress Nina Dobrev 
and dancer, singer, actress and fitness guru Julianne 
Hough — is marketed for a healthier lifestyle and 
shares info for a 5-ounce glass of wine as 0.3 grams 
of sugar, 3.7 carbs, 101 calories and 13.5% ABV, this 
is just terrific wine. Though it is a light-bodied red, 
as Many pinot noirs are, it sacrifices nothing in flavor 
or mouth feel. You'll feel like you are simply drinking 
wonderful wine, because you are. And pinot noirs 
are famous for being some of the best wines to pair 
with foods. But if it’s a late night and the cupboard 
is a bit bare, don’t despair — this wine, just like the 
Pindar wine mentioned above, drinks equally well 
on its own. At $19, it is an absolute steal.

KIDD SQUID BREWING COMPANY BEERS

ntil this summer, the South Fork had been 

without a craft brewery between Riverhead and 
Montauk since 2016, when the pioneering brewpub 
Southampton Publick House moved to Jobs Lane 
after 20 years on Bowden Square and stopped brew- 
ing. Now a new brewery in Sag Harbor, Kidd Squid 
Brewing, is filling the gap and serving fresh craft beer 
in an 1870s-era former Long Island Rail Road freight 
station just a block off Main Street in the historic 
whaling village. 

Rory McEvoy and Grainne Coen, the married 
couple who opened the brewery in July, paid hom- 
age to local lore by partly naming the brewery after 
Captain William Kidd, the British pirate who sup- 
posedly buried treasure on Gardiners Island. “Our 
g-year-old son, Bennett, came up with the squid part 
of the name,” says Coen, “and Kidd Squid Brewing 
was born.” 

McEvoy, who worked as an event producer in New 
York City for his own agency and previously for the 
New York City Parks Department, began to home- 
brew over eight years ago. During the pandemic, he 


decided to take his hobby to the next level and struck 
a deal with North Fork Brewery in Riverhead to con- 
tract brew his recipes. 

Kidd Squid is licensed as a New York State farm 
brewery. “We plan to use local ingredients as much as 
possible,” says McEvoy, “especially when we can use 
them to brew more exotic beers.” 

Brews on tap so far have included Whalers Pilsner, 
Sag Harbor Lager, Baby Squid IPA and Giant Squid 
double IPA. All beers are also available to take away 
in 16-ounce cans. 


- The brewery recently made a German-style gose,. 


The Tidé Gose In, using salt from the Amagansett Sea 
Salt Co. Another regular offering is a monthly New 
England Style IPA, with each new version named 
after the Native American name for the latest full 
moon. “We brew on the full moon and release on the 
full moon,” says McEvoy, with recent versions such as 
Buck Moon, Sturgeon Moon and Strawberry Moon. 
In addition to beer, Kidd Squid offers its own Up

products such as kombucha made by Brooklyn's 
Mombucha Kombucha, wines from nearby Chan- 
ning Daughters and Wolffer Estate and spirits from 


Sagaponack Farm Distillery. Local food options are 
also available for purchase, including salads and 
prepared foods from L&W market and cheese from 
Mecox Bay Dairy. 

_ The taproom has a spacious outdoor area and airy 
indoor room with brightly colored floral wallpaper de- 
signed by McEvoy. The brewery is supporting the Sag 
Harbor community including donating 10% of sales of 
Sag Harbor Lager to the Sag Harbor Cinema Arts Cenh- 
ter, located in the iconic movie theater on Main Street 
that was nearly destroyed by a fire in 2016. 

“We are excited to bring fresh local beer to Sag 
Harbor,” says McEvoy, who noted that Sag Harbor 
last had a brewery in the 1890s, which for unknown 
reasons was hamed Montauk Brewery. Kidd Squid is 
a great stopping-off point for beer lovers headed fur- 
ther east on the South Fork as well as a fun destina- 


‘tion on its own.

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Breast Cancer Awareness a Matter of Life and Death 


BY PETER MICHALOS, MD 


ctober is Breast Cancer Awareness 

Month. It is personally a painful 
subject because my mother died of 
metastatic breast cancer at age 68 and 
missed out on seeing her grandchildren 
grow up. All women age 40 and older 
should start with an annual baseline 
mammogram, especially those women 
who missed their appointments during 
the COVID-19 lockdowns. 

I recently spoke with Dr. Angela 
Cabo, MD, the chief of women’s breast 
imaging at St. Francis. Hospital on 
Long Island. She emphasized that early 
detection is the key. One in eight wom- 
en in the United States will get breast 
cancer in their lifetimes. The risk fac- 
tors include being overweight, early 
menstruation, having dense breasts, 
having a family history of breast can- 
cer and drinking five or more alcoholic 
beverages per week. 

Symptoms may include a lump (self- 
exam in the shower or lying flat in bed 
is important), redness, pain or invert- 
ed nipple. Mammography is the best 
screening tool. A breast ultrasound

is the next step if a cyst is suspected, 
and a no-radiation MRI can give ad- 
ditional details when ordered by your 


doctor. The monthly self-breast exam 
has saved many women with early 
detection. 


Fortunately, there are many new 
treatments from surgery to che- 
motherapy and immunotherapy to 
tackle this disease. There are also 
companies working ‘on breast cancer 
vaccines to help prevent and treat 
breast cancer by mobilizing the im- 
mune system to attack the cancer 
cells. So please spread the word - 
about breast cancer awareness and 
encourage the women in your lives to 


’ get mammograms and speak to their 


doctors. 

In the Hamptons, we are fortunate 
to have the Ellen Hermanson Foun- 
dation, which has made available free 
mammograms to women who cannot 
afford to pay for them, or for those who 
are uninsured. : 

One day at a time and the attitude 
of gratitude must prevail during these 
challenging times. Keep calm and 
carry on.

The Link Between Diet and Breast Cancer 


Ce is an insidious disease that 
affects just about every part of the 
body, including the breasts. 

The World Cancer Research Fund 
International indicates there were 
more than 2.26 million new cases 
of breast cancer in women in 2020. 
Women understandably want to learn 
what they can do to reduce their risk 
of developing breast cancer. 

One of the first considerations may 
be analyzing diet and determining if it 
is affecting breast cancer risk. A vari- 
ety of factors affect a woman’s risk for 
developing breast cancer, and certain 


lifestyle choices, including diet, can: 


play a role. But, according to Health- 
line, the risk factors with the biggest 
impact include sex, age and genetics. 

Lifestyle can influence breast cancer 
risk but not at the same levels as ge- 
netic markers, family history, gender 
or age. However, women interested in 
doing all they can to stay healthy may 
want to take a closer look at the foods 
and beverages that can adversely af- 
fect breast cancer risk. 


HEALTHY DIET 

Healthy food choices are linked to 
lower incidences of cancer and other 
conditions. Breast cancer organiza- 
tion Susan G. Komen states that eat-

ing plenty of fruits and vegetables may 
be linked to a lower risk of developing 
breast cancer. A pooled analysis of 
data from 20 studies found women 
who ate the most vegetables had a low- 
er risk of estrogen receptor-negative 
breast cancer (but not estrogen recep- 
tor-positive breast cancer) compared 
to women who ate the least vegetables, 
according to a 2013 report published 
in the Journal of the National Cancer 
Institute. And it doesn’t really matter 
if produce is organic or not. Accord- 


ing to the American Cancer Society, 
the benefits of eating fresh fruits and 
vegetables outweigh any health risks 
linked to pesticide residue. 


FAT, SUGAR AND CANCER 
Though a single food will not lead to 
higher breast cancer risk, overeating 
and putting on excess weight can in- 
crease risk. That is why it is essential 


to get plenty of exercise each week and ° 


monitor calorie consumption. While 
women who are in their reproduc- 


tive years may not see as much breast 
cancer risk from being overweight 
or obese, after menopause, that risk 
increases, says Susan G. Komen. The 
risk is not directly related to fatty 
foods, however. The American Cancer 
Society says an examination of the 
amount of fat eaten by women in the 
United States found no link between 
fat and breast cancer risk. In addition, 
while consuming too much sugar may 
not be healthy in the long run, it’s a 
myth that sugar feeds cancer. Eating 
sugar may lead to weight gain, which 
may increase the risk of breast cancer, 
says the ACS. 


ALCOHOL CONSUMPTION 

One component of diet that has 
been studied extensively is the ef- 
fects of alcoholic beverages on breast 
cancer risk. Susan G. Komen reports 
that a pooled analysis of data from 53 
studies found women who had two to 
three alcoholic drinks per day had a 
20% risk of breast cancer compared to 
those who didn’t drink alcohol. Alco- 
hol should be limited to one drink per 
day for the average woman, or none at 
all, if possible. 

Diet is only one factor in the risk for 
developing breast cancer. While im- 
portant, there are other components 
that increase risk by a more signifi- 
cant margin.

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Stony Brook Medicine Releases Historic LGBTQ Community 
Health Needs Survey Results: LI LGBTQ Population at Risk

WwW it comes to healthcare, many 
people tend to resist seeing a doc- 
tor or setting up routine medical exams. 

But for those who identify as a mem- 
ber of the LGBTQ+ community, fear of 
being truthful and/or not feeling com- 


fortable enough to share personal infor- . 


mation, especially in a medical setting, 
can add another layer of resistance and 
impede getting proper care. 

Now there are real numbers to con- 
firm what most people have suspected 
about the healthcare needs and con- 
cerns in the LGBTQ+ community on 
Long Island. 

To coincide with National Coming 
Out Day on October 11, Stony Brook 
Medicine (SBM) recently released the 
results of the 2021 Long Island LG- 
BTQ+ Community Health Needs Sur- 
vey it had conducted in the summer/fall 
of 2021 with the support of more than 
30 community partners, including the 
Suffolk County Department of Health 
and the Suffolk County Human Rights 
Commission. Four years in the making, 
the results are sobering, if not eye open- 
ing, for the community in Suffolk and 
Nassau counties. 

Of the 1,150 LGBTQ+ adults 18 years 
and older who took the anonymous, 
online survey: 43.6% rated themselves 
as being in fair to poor mental health, 
33.5% had thoughts of self-harm and 
23.9% had seriously considered suicide 
within the past three years. More than 
a third of those who participated in 
the study indicated they were suffering 
from moderate to severe anxiety and/or 
depression. The survey further revealed 
that demographic groups, such as trans- 
gender people, respondents who are 
gender nonconforming, low-income, 
young adult, Black and Asian reported 


experiencing an even higher prevalence -

of behavioral health concerns including 
intentional self-harm. 

“The top three issues cited by the 
survey’s respondents were access to 
behavioral health resources, training 
healthcare providers about LGBTQ+ 
health needs and access to health insur- 
ance that addresses LGBTQ+ needs,” 
says Allison H. Eliscu, MD, medical di- 
rector of the Adolescent LGBTQ+ Care 
Program at SBM, and principal inves- 
tigator of the study. “Respondents also 
cited violence, bullying and harassment 
as critical issues facing the community.” 

The survey indicated that over one 
third of respondents admitted to ex- 
cessive drinking (two drinks or more 
per day on average), nearly 15% to us- 
ing illicit drugs. Also, 25% of respon- 
dents said they do not have a primary 
care physician, 37% of respondents 
said they have been treated disrespect- 
fully by a healthcare provider on staff, 
with over 46% of respondents saying 
they preferred a telemedicine visit due 
to LGBTQ+ sensitivities. The survey 
was open to LGBTQ+ adults including 
individuals questioning their identity, 
who resided in either Nassau or Suffolk 
counties or attended school on Long 
Island during the period of the survey 
(June—September 2021). What was 
clear in the findings is that respondents 
felt strongly about gender identity and 


how they choose to identify themselves, 
using over 30-plus unique gender iden- 
tity terms in the study, versus express- 
ing identity through sexual orientation. 

“The things that were surprising 
to me were the differences within the 
LGBTQ+ community, that it’s not this 
monolithic community, that there’s all 


of these sub groups ... especially with. 


younger people — and the way people 
are identifying themselves is so dif- 
ferent,” says Robert S. Chaloner, chief 
administrative officer of Stony Brook 
Southampton Hospital, which along 
with SBM, oversees the Edie Windsor 
Healthcare Center (EWHC) that pro- 
vides LGBTQ+ healthcare services in 
addition to HIV/AIDs treatment and 
prevention services. 

“When I was young, you were gay or 
straight. That was basically it — there 
weren't all these other terms; even 
getting the terminology right around 
transgender people is something pretty 
new,” says Chaloner. “The people that 
don’t fit traditional definitions seem to 
be struggling a lot and that was striking 
to me. What’s also striking is when you 
overlap race and ethnicity on top of it, 
so if you are a Black or Brown person, 
that makes it even more challenging.” 

What can be done to improve the 
healthcare environment and results in 
the LGBTQ+ community? 

“Bringing awareness, knowledge and 
sensitivity to everybody in the health- 
care field is crucial and that’s some- 
thing we are working very hard on at 
Stony Brook Medicine,” says Eliscu. She 
points out the Stony Brook Medicine 
“LGBTQ+ website is a great community 
resource, including a tab for adolescents 
to ‘know your rights’ and one for senior 
citizens, as well as a tab called ‘Out and 
Proud, a voluntary place that shows 
how you identify.” She adds, “You find 
(out role models) at all levels of Stony 


Brook University on there.” 

In response to the study, SBM is roll- 
ing out a multi-faced effort to respond 
to the key findings that includes clini- 
cal and support services — distribut- 
ing a directory of SBM LGBTQ+ care 
providers, using data to support fund- 
ing requests for expanded addiction 
treatment and prevention services and 
mental health services, expanded com- 
munity outreach, training and research 
and additional services at the EWHC. 

In addition to operating as the East 
End’s monkeypox vaccination site, 
the EWHC recently received a grant, 
along with community partner LI for 
Youth, to expand counseling services 
for LGBTQ+ young people: SBM also 
announced the Edie Windsor Center - 
will increase mental health counseling 
services with an on-site licensed clini- 
cal social worker. 

- “T think what we need to do is create 
more environments like Edie Windsor 
where right from walking in the door 
and on through, people feel that they 
can be honest about their personal situ- 
ation,” says Chaloner. “And that’s not 
just for the LGBTQ community — out 
here there’s been a lot of challenges for 
the Latino community feeling welcome 
that we need to create healthcare envi- 
ronments where people can say, “This is 
who I am, this is what I’m about, this is 
how I identify myself’ and feel safe say- 
ing that. If they can do that and we get 
real good information, we can provide 
better healthcare.”

odern homes look a bit different 

than those of generations past. 
Rather than several small rooms di- 
vided by walls, modern homes offer 
open-concept floor plans. That means 
the boundaries between spaces are 
not so defined, allowing rooms and 
activities to blend into one another.

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Besim Cukay: 


Tobacconist of 


the Hamptons

B= Cukaj is an East End entre- 
preneur who is widely regarded as 
a local business leader in Southamp- 
ton. Beginning his business venture 
in 1998, Cukaj launched his namesake 
cigar lounge and quickly cemented 
himself as the Hamptons’ supplier of 
stogies. 

Born on the East End to an immi- 
grant family from Albania, Cukaj’s 
father was a chef and his mother was a 
housekeeper. He recalls their struggle 
to make ends meet in the seasonal 
business atmosphere with business 
booming for four months and slow 
during the rest of the year. 

“Like everyone else out here at that 
time, my parents had to find a way to 
make a year’s worth of money in only 
a few months,” Cukaj says. “While my 
parents have since retired, they were 
in tough businesses. The restaurant 
industry, out here, only lasts four 
months, and they had to figure out 
how to support a family year-round on 
a seasonal salary. 

“This, in some ways, inspired me 
to go into business,” he continues. “I 
always saw that self-employed people 
had a better go at it. While I knew it 
was risky, I was able to take over a 
business that was already established; 
it just was not being managed correct- 
ly. I was able to walk through the door, 
make the investment and jump from 
one rock to the other, meaning getting 
out of working for someone and begin- 
ning to work for myself.” 

Whether you enjoy an occasional 
cigar while on vacation or are a local 
resident looking to lounge, Cukaj’s 
name has become synonymous with 
the practice. His shop, located in 
Southampton Village, is unassuming 
but attracts a robust clientele. Visi- 
tors and local residents alike station 
themselves in his indoor-and-outdoor 
lounge, parking themselves in the 
warmer months on the patio to enjoy 
flavor notes and ambiance. Among the 


only established cigar lounges on the 


South Fork, Cukaj’s emporium met. 


demand for enjoyment and relaxation, 
which has been going strong now for 
nearly 25 years, thanks, in part, to the 
efforts of Juliana, Cukaj’s wife, who is 
an integral part of the business. 

“The one thing I love about this 
business is that the clientele includes 
everyone from the janitor to Jimmy 
Fallon,” he says. “It’s a great range of 
clients, which makes the business such 
an enjoyment. Cigar smoking takes all 
of the facets of life and puts them in 
one environment, where people can 


“enjoy conversation and a smoke.” 


While he was raised locally, he at- 
tended college at Bryant University 
in Rhode Island, where he secured a 
bachelor’s degree in accounting. Upon 
his graduation, he was troubled with 
the dilemma of finding a way to stay 
on the East End and make a living. 

“When I came back from college, I 
didn’t want to move into the city,” he 
says. “The Hamptons were beautiful 
then, and they are beautiful now. I 
tried to find a way to stay here, which 
is when I started working for a chain 
of local tobacco stores. After their 
store in Southampton went out of 
business, I took over the Southamp- 
ton shop, which was a great path into 
it. My inspiration was then, and still 
is, to be an entrepreneur here in the 
Hamptons.” 

Through his involvement in local af- 
fairs, many know Cukaj as a vocal ad- 
vocate for the Southampton business 
community. He serves on the Board 
of Directors for the Southampton 
Chamber of Commerce. He was also 
appointed to the Southampton Village 
Revitalization Committee. 

Unlike many of the nation’s local 
economies, the Hamptons thrived 
during the pandemic, as people sought 
safe spaces to socialize and outdoor 
refuge. While gatherings largely 
stopped during the pandemic, Cukaj 
says that 2020 and 2021 were among 
his best years in business, as the 


business was bolstered by curbside 
pickups and enthusiasm around cigar 
smoking. 

“People were in need of enjoyment, 
and many found that enjoyment 
through a cigar,” Cukaj says. “While 
people were working from home, they 
found a way to end the day with a 
good cigar instead of sitting in traffic 
on the commute home from the city. 
There was lesser gathering, but the 
pandemic really gave people the op- 
portunity to consume their time with 
a good cigar.” : 

Cukaj’s cigar emporium has de- 
veloped a very loyal local following 
throughout all months of the year. 
Through offering a premier product, 


-including brand-name cigars like Pa- 


dron, Davidoff and Cohiba, he contin- 
ues to attract patrons who are look- 
ing for the best. His lounge operates 
year-round. 

In 2014, Cukaj, again inspired by 
the entrepreneurial spirit, launched a 
transportation company. Hamptons 
Transportation Group immediately 
took off. Whether it was bringing peo- 
ple to and from Manhattan or deliver- 
ing visitors from the airport to their 
Hamptons abode, Hamptons Trans- 
portation Group quickly established 
a reputation for “getting people where 
they need to go,” he says. 

Cukaj recalls instances through- 
out his eight years in business where 
he brought Hamptonites to and from 
places like San Diego and Florida. 
Driving all along the way on these long 
trips, some “snowbirds,” Cukaj says, 
chose his mode of transportation over 
the hustle and bustle of air travel. 

“Tt’s a mix out here,” he says. “While 


we deliver people to the city or airports 
mostly, I’ve driven people all over the 
country. I’ve made it clear to my cus- 
tomers that no distance is too far.” 

Throughout his life, Cukaj has trav- 
eled the world, noting his fondness of 
returning to his parents’ home coun- 
try of Albania. While living on Long 
Island is certainly different than call- 
ing Albania “home,” Cukaj adds that 
there is a larger-than-expected group 
of Albanian families that are year- 
round residents here on the East End. 

“There are about 30 or 40 families 
that live out here,” Cukaj says. “Alba- 
nia is a small country, with about 2 
million-plus residents. It’s different 
than being Irish or Italian, with differ- 
ent last names, which was a challenge 
being accepted growing up.” 

The East End, though, has embraced 
him, his family and his business, in 
the lifetime that he has spent making 
friends and associates here. He says it 
is a goal of his to give his family, es- 
pecially his college-aged daughter, the 
ability to meet and develop relation- 
ships with family members that may 
live half a globe away in his parents’ 
nation of origin. 

“This is also one of the many rea- 
sons why my family and I have trav- 
eled back,” Cukaj says. “When grow- 
ing up, I-didn’t have this opportunity 
because my parents couldn’t afford 
it. I wanted my daughter to meet her 
family members in Albania.”
